CnlloKCS lo Participate 

On the streiigtli of the discus.sion 
that took place at the Saturday 
meeting, and after consideration of 
letters received from 12 Canadian 
colleges, expressing willingness to 
|)iirlicipate in a national confer- 
ence, it was decided to carry on 
with the job of settling details 
necessary to ensure a most clficient 
preparation for the conference. 
Probable site of the meeting will 
be the University of MunticJl. 

ICacli University will be permit- 
led 1(1 send three delegates, but 
there will be one official represen- 
tative whose expenses \vill be paid 
by a financial pool of all the col- 
leges. 

Grants ami Housing 
Alain points to be discussed. at'thê 
conference will be mairitenancc 
grants, housing iiiid possible ex- 
pansion ot university faeiliiics. 
Surveys at various colleges showed 
the fir£t two points to be most 
urgent. Scholarships will receive 
some consideration as will the pro- 
blem of whether D.V.A. or the Uni- 
versity should have the authority 
to permit a veteran to continue col- 
lege after his alloled time. 

All interim conference commit- 
lee has been set up consisting of 
the veterans representatives from 
Ihe four IJnivcrsitics: J. Gilbert 
Nadcau of Laval, Jean Gagne of 
the ITniversity of Montreal, Bob 
Fraser and Will Carabine of Sir 
George. Williams and Lcn Starkcy 
of AIcGiil. McGill is carrying out 
the details in the name of the four 
colleges. 

The original suggestion for a na- 
tional conference came from Laval 
University. In a letter to various 

colleges, J. Gilbert Nadcau, rcprc- 
seiitMig Laval vclcran.s, pointed out 
that the - problems of student ex- 
servicemen were nation wide in 
scope and for this reason national 
action on the part of veterans was 
not only desirable, but would en- 
sure a greater measure ot i&iulls in 
the Eoluliun of the common pro- 
blems. He also suggested that Mc- 
Gill should take the lead in this 
respect. 

Shortly after the receipt of this 
letter, the .McGill Society followed 
up the Laval suggestion by tending 
a letter to 21 Canadian Univer- 
sities, calling for a national con- 
ference of college veterans' socie- 
ties. To date. 12 replies have been 
received, each expressing agreement 
on the necessity of national action, 
and staling willingness to be re- 
presented.

European Universities 
Will Be Given Help 
By Student Effort 

Toronto, Dec. 2.— (CUP)— Plans 
are under way at the University of 
Toronto to "adopt" a European 
University and to send paresis of 
food and other Christmas packages 
lo it's students. 

Acting upon a suggestion by a 
member of the School of Graduate 
Studies, the Sludenls' Administrat- 
ive Council has decided to send 
Christmas aid to European stud- 
ents, and while no definite com- 
mitments have been made, it is 
quite probable that one specific 
University will be "adopted" 

It was pointed out by the council 
that this program, ot Chrislmas aid 
to European students should not bo 
confused with the work of being 
done by the Inlernalional Sludenls' 
Service. Whcre.is the I.S.S. is con- 
tributing to a general fund to aid 
students everywhere, the U. of T. 
intends to make a concerted effort 
In aid of a specified university. It 
was also emphasized that Ihc d»- 
cision to give aid to European col- 
leges was not an indication of a 
failing in the work of the I.S.S. 
The nmounl of help roquued in 
Europe is so great, that any sup- 
plementary help that can be given 
will in some measure, help to alle- 
viate the situation.

To Speak Today 

The Ringside of History 
Topic Under Discussion 
At M.H.S. Auditorium 



For the last meeting of 1945. the 
People'.? Forum have obtained H. 
R. Knickerbocker as their speaker, 

Mr. Knickerbocker was a student 
in Munich at the time of the Beer 
House Putsch— in Moscow when 
Trotsky was banished— in Vienna 
when Doifuss was assassinated— in 
Ethiopia when Italy bombed 
Dcssye— in Spain at the outbreak 
ot the CivU War— in Shanghai 
when the city was captured by the 
Japanese in 1037— in Sudctcnland 
when the Germans marched in as 
conquerors- in Paris when World 
War No. 2 started. 

He was in Holland, Belgium and 
France during the Nazi Blitz, and 
in London during the fateful sum- 
mer and fall of 1840. He has 
covered the war from iPearl Har- 
bor to Normandy, from Sicily to 
Java, from Australia to Germany. 

In his lecture Monday evening at 
8.15 in the Montreal High School 
Auditorium, University street, he 
will analyze the international 
situation in the light of today's 
headlines, using as his topic "At 
Tt)c nintyide Of History.T*î:v,':-

The Principal's office has received the following letter from 
The Department of Veterans Affairs. 

Dear Sin — 

You were recently advised that the allowances paid the .vet- 
eran students under the Post-Discharge Recstabllshment Order 
for vocotional and technical training or for university training, 
were to be paid on a monthly basis, commencing with the month 
of December 1845, and not twice a month as heretofore. 

In view of the fact that the Christmas season falls in the 
second half of December, and taking into consideration the fact 
that many students will go home before Christmas and will not 
return until after New Year's Day, it has been decided to post- 
pone this change until the month of January 1946. 

We would be obliged if you would notify all concerned of 
this decision, and lo this end, a number of notices in French and 
in English arc enclosed. 

It is regretted that we have caused you this trouble, but 
your cooperation is invited.

Atom Authority 
WiU Speak Here 

CIC Sponsor Event 
In Chemistry Bldg. 
Tomorrow at 5 p.m. 

"The historical development of 
atomic energy from the chemical 
point of view" Is the subject of a 
lecture sponsored by the Students' 
Chapter, Chemical Institute of Can- 
ada, to be delivered in the Main 
Lecture Room of the Chemistry 
Building, Tuesday Dec. 4 at â p.m. 
The speaker will be Dr. Bernard 
Gotdschmldl. a French scientist, 
who has contributed much research 
work towards the development of 
the atomic bomb. 

The Students' Chapter, In stress- 
ing the Importance and topicality 
of this lecture, point out that Dr. 
Goldschmidt. prior to coming lo 
this country from France in 1040. 
worked in Paris with the Curie 
Joliots. These scientists arc cred- 
ited with the discovery of a tech 
nlquc of slowing down neutrons 
with heavy water, and following Ihe 
German occupation succcisfuUy 
sent this information to London. 

Dr. Goldschmidt has been em- 
ployed by the National Research 
Council, and for some years has 
been engaged in research in atomic 
energy at the Chalk River pilot 
plant. It is anticipated, in view of 
the speaker's background, that this 
lecture will be of a highly mtcrcst- 
ing nature to all students. 



Architects Hear Talk 
On Housing Problems 

Miss Helen Alford, speaking to 
ar;hitccturar and sociological stud- 
ents last Friday, stated that priv- 
ate enterprise could not provide 
housing at rentals below thirty dol- 
lars a month. In England, between 
1019-1930, 1>,'4 million housing units 
had been built with Ihc aid of gov- 
ernment subsidies. 

But Insufficient thought had 
been given to neighborhood amen- 
ities, and interior planning. To 
remedy this, the British housewife 
herself had been consulted by 
means ot exhaustive questionnaires 
and twelve types of "demonstration 
houses" (including prefabricotcd) 
had been put up lor criticism. 

In fuliiro projects the Govern- 
ment hoped to meet demands for 
larger living rooms, bigger and bet- 
ter equipped kitchens, separate toi- 
lets, privacy, and a garden.

OTTAWA: The extent of Canada's 
held lo Britain and France is ex- 
pected Id he disclosed today when 
the House ot Commons will be pre- 
sented with a Bill to enlarge the 
lending authority under the Export 
Credit Insurance Act. Concurrent- 
ly announcements from Washington 
are expected concerning the U.S. 
loan of $4,000,000,000 to Britain. 

LONDON: A full-scale hearing of 
Ihe world's political problems is ex- 
pected to take place when the 
United Nations Organization meets 
in London in January.

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The Agnostic's Belief 

In Friday's editorial on this topic ire 4ts* 
cuesed the general philosophy of the average 
individual trained in scientific vtyn of think- 
ing. Our concluding statement brought forth thé 
point that the scientists' efforts to further the 
progress and happiness of the future world 
vere evidence of an underlying faith that man 
appreciates the finer things in life and that this 
faith is a form of uhacknovrledged religion. 

This religious philosophy is a practical one, 
but it is not, strictly speaking, à material onè, 
for it accepts the human mind as something 
more than material. In doing ao it accepts lomo 
form of "soul", but at least one that can apiiire- 
ciate the good things of life and one that wishes 
to share these good things with one's fellow 
creatures. 

It is, then, a relatively simple process to 
draw the parallel between this philosophy and 
that of the more generally accepted professor of 
religion the Church, which preaches as its 
philosophy that we should love one another and 
be kind to, and think of, others. These arc the 
basic principles of religious belief thai guide 
us in our everj'day living. From this, we sea 
•that philosophy followed by many scientifi- 
cally-ine|ined non-believers is basically the 
lame as that of the believer. 

Accepting this, the only difference between 
the scientific agnostic with the philosophy of 
life outlined in the previous editorial and the 
believer In God, is the inability on the part of 
the scientist to accept a thing which we ean» 
not prove^in thjs case a living God. 

Therefore, we n)ay conclude that even the 
agaoatie can have a religioiis philosophy. 

Is this religious philosophy more important 
than a belief in God, or is it essential that one 
should have both to be truly religious? Since 
the followers live up to all the Commandments 
of God and to the true teachings of Christ, 
often even more righteouily than many a so- 
called Christian, it aeems natural that they 
should be accepted as Christians. Yet, on the 
other hand, aince they cannot believe in God 
and atill less in His Son, bom of a Virgin, they 
cannot be accepted as Christians, for in the 
words of Christ, "Excepting as you believe in 
Me, you shall not enter the Kingdom of God." 
The apparent injustice of this in itself seems 
sufficient to turn one away from the Christian 
faith. 

However, if we accept a nebtjlovs God wbo 
is essentially the "Creator" of. the world and 

who represents all that is "good", wc find an 
answer to the whole situation. Xf we follow « 
reljfious philosophy. I.e., a philosophy such as 
outlined by the teachings of Christ, then th« 
Creator, representing all things that are "good", 
will accept MS into His Kingdom for our 
deeds and Ihogghts, not for our belief in Him 
or His Son. It' is only when we look upon God 
as a stern and aelfish egotist that wc can »e« 
Him refusing to accept those who live by His 
ideals while unable to accept what, in their 
own honest opinion, is impossible.

That Isaac Stern has the vitality 
and energy to play nine different 
concerts in one season and to make 
as many tour* In thé short space 
of time that he did le not an easy 
thing to understand or l>elieve 
until you meet him. Mr. Stern 
Is a young viollniil. and very very 
much alive. As you watch him he 
appears to be interested In ever}' 
action, every thought that goes on 
around him. 

An easy person to talk to, infor- 
mal and with a colourful sense o( 
humour, Mr. Stern is what the 
cliche terms "very American." H» 
Is a democratic musician. He un- 
derstands the basic value and nec- 
essity ot music to the Individual 
which accounts for his ability to 
play to ss well SiS for an audience. 

'Music la a factor . inherent in 
everyone," he said. ''The variation 
Is in form and quantity." On this 
belief, Mr. Stern meets you on an 
equal bsiis. This is his essential 
quality .

This 
Is not Mr. Stern's first visit to the 
city ot Montreal cither. In fact this 
trip is hU third one up this year. 



The last time he was here, he gave 
a recital at the Ladies' Morning 
Musical which lie remarked on as a 
"highly intcliiscnt audience to play 
(or." 

His future plans arc to continue 
to travel, for although he loves 
New York (his home, now that he 
has moved from California) he can- 
not remain there for long. "New 
Yurk is the most exciting, the most 
depressing, the fastest, the dirtiest 
and the cruellest of cities," nc said, 
"and yet you love it because of 
It." 

"1 have never been to England 
or the Continent," he said, "but I 
want to go just as soon as you can 
get return transportation assured 
from Europe, for that Is the diffi- 
culty right now."

Outstanding for St. Lawrence 
were Dick Austin, Bob Sanders 
and Ted Hawkins who got all all 
but three of their squads points.

High scoren> were 
Sanders and Hawkins who garner- 
ed ten points each while trying to 
break up constant McGill threats.

Oxygen to Be Given 
To McGill Natators 
In Novel Experiment 

Swimming history will be made 
tonight at 8 at the swimming meet 
between McGill's natators and the 
C.A.S.A. All-Stars at N.D.G. Pool. 
This meet will be followed on Dec. 
7 by a competition at Amherst. 
Mass.. and one the next day at 
Troy, N.Y., against the Rensellar 
Polytechnlcal School. 

At tonight's meet Science, which 
has reared its hoary head in the 
midst of all sorts of situations, will 
make its first appearance in the 
realm of aquatic sports. For the 
first time oxygen wiU be used in 
an attempt to increase swimming 
efficiency. And McGill's natators 
wiU be the guinea pigs in the 
epoch-making experiment 
OXYGEN FED 

The oxygen will be "fed" to the 
swimmers before the start of the 
races and dives, and if expectations 
are realized it should have about 
the same effect as jet-propulslon.

questions relating to the budget or 
to matters o{ General University 
policy. 

(b) To appoint and supervise men 
student athletic managers. 

(c) To prepare estimates ot pro- 
posed expenditures on athletics (or 
men (other than expenditures for 
salaries or for maintenance of 
buildings) and to submit them to 
the Athcltics Manager for inclu- 
sion in his budget proposals. 

(d) To supervise expenditures by 
men student athletic managers with- 
in the general limits of the budget 
approved by the Board of Govern- 
ors, and to authorize transfers from 
one account to another within the 
aggregate amount that has been ap- 
proved for all such men studenl 
managers. 

(e) To make athletic awards to 
men students who have earned 
thpm. 

(f) To appoint the student repre- 
sentatives of McCill University to 
the Rules Commission of the Cana- 
dian Intercollegiate Athletics Union; 
the Amateur Athletic Union of 
Canada and other simitar bodies, 
subject to the approval of the Ath- 
Ictlcs Manager in so far as such 
appointments arc held to reflect 
general University policy,
